This is in response to a restriction requirement mailed 1 March 2006, time for response 
to which was set to expire 1 April 2006. A petition for an extension of time of two months until 
1 June 2006 is enclosed along with the required fee. Accordingly, this response is timely filed. 



There were 66 groups, most of which had to do with specific indications set forth in 



claim 9. 



Applicants elect to prosecute the invention of Group I, those parts of claims 1-4 where, 
in formula I, all X are C, and n is 2-5. This would include the compound of claim 7. 



Applicants make this selection with traverse with regard to that portion of Groups 
XII-LXVI that includes claims 6 and 7. No possible reason is seen why claim 6, which is simply to 
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a pharmaceutical composition including the compound of the elected invention, or claim 7, 
dependent thereon and limited to one of the elected compounds and should be a separate group. 

The issue as to what extent method claims 8-20 might be rejoined in the event 
composition claims are allowed can be postponed for the time being. 

Reconsideration of the restriction requirement as applied to claims 6 and 7 is respectfully 
requested; otherwise, the election of Group I is made without traverse. 

In the event the U.S. Patent and Trademark office determines that an extension and/or 
other relief is required, applicant petitions for any required relief including extensions of time and 
authorizes the Commissioner to charge the cost of such petitions and/or other fees due in connection 
with the filing of this document to Deposit Account No. 03-1952 referencing docket no. 
219002030500 . However, the Commissioner is not authorized to charge the cost of the issue fee to 
the Deposit Account.
